The couple paid 
seventy-five cents a week rent, and 
the woman was buying coal by the 
dimes worth as she needed it and could 
get money for the purpose. Their am- 
bition right now

money to rent an adjoining room which 
will cost, fifty cents a week. In spite 
of their abject poverty they were not 
without hope, and had not felt that 
they had reached the point where it 
was necessary for them to ask the 
county for aid, or else they were too 
proud to do It.

SEVEN WINDOWS FOR CARRIERS. 


Architect Patterson has about com- 


pleted the plans for the arrangement 
of the postofflce in its new quarters In 
the Manitou block 
on North Water 


street. 


The public will be very convenient- 


ly accommodated in the new building. 
From the tiled vestibule double doors 
will open into the large lobby 19 1-2 
by 56 feet extending about half way 
back and terminated by the partition 
in which will be located the carriers' 
window. 


This lobby will be separated from 


the different departments of the office 
by a screen which will extend to the 
ceiling. For 7 1-2 feet the screen will 
be at wood and the remainder will be 
of glass. 
Next the street will be the 


private office of Postmaster Calhoun 
16x16 feet, with a door opening into 
the lobby. Next will be the money or- 
der department with 
two windows; 


the stamp and registered 
letter 
de- 


partment with two windows will adjoin 
it and will be followed in order by 
the lock boxes, the general delivery 
window and 
the 
call 
boxes. 
The 


window will be situated in an offset 
and will partly face the front entrance. 
Next to this will be a door opening 
into the carriers' room and then the 
partition turns south at a. right angle 
and shows seven carriers' windows at 
which the mail will be delivered on 
Sundays. 


The rear of the building 
will 
be 


used for the carriers' tables and the 
receiving and 
distributing 
depart- 


ments. 
A broad passage extends be- 


hind the general offices to the front 
of the building for the use of the em- 
ployes. 


Bids on the work will be asked at 


once and the work will be completed 
by the first of March when the post- 
office will be moved.

Propogation of Apples. 


"Propogation of tho Apple" was an 


interesting paper by George Foster of 
Normal. 
Mr. Foster said that while 


theic was perhaps a good deal of fool- 
ishness in some 
journals 
just now 


about the subject of heiedity in fruits, 
there was no question that certain pe- 
cullaiities were preserved in the grafts 
made fiom trees presenting variations 
from the particular typo of apple or 
other fruit. He said that the demand 
upon the nursery man was simply for 
a hardy growth of any particular var- 
iety. The nursery man of course got 
his original scions from the 
orchard, 


but the later ones were taken fron 
the nursery row and too frequently no 
especial pains were taken to got the 
seions from a tree which was of good 


Tho fourth point investigated was 


the effect of \arious kinds of pack- 
ages. Barrels, tight and the commer- 
cial ventilated barrels, 
and 
bushel 


boxes, tight and open were used and 
tho following results notod. For fruit 
which is to bo kept a short time in 
storage the open package is the best, 
as it takes comparatively a short time 
for the contents of the package to be- 
come reduced to the temperature of 
the storage room, while with a tight 
barrel of po.'rs for instance it was 
found that it took two weeks for the 
iruit at the center of the barrel to 
reach the tempeiature of the room, and 
duiaig that time the fruit had under- 
gone more or less ripening which tend- 
ed to destroy its keeping qualities. For 
apples which do not take much harm 
from this slow cooling and which were 
to be kept in storage for six lo nine 
months the tight package prevented 
the loss of moisture which would oc 
cur on long and free exposure to th 
air and so preserved them from wilt 
ing and the- slim clod appearance which 
would damage theii salability. 


Summing up. he said, first raise a 


good grade ot fruit pick it when it has 
reached its full color, but is still firm 
and hard, handle it carefully, sort it 
well and stoie only the best, put it in 
torage at once, have the temperature 
bout 32, and foi short keeping use ihe 
pen style of package and for long
